ANOTHER REMARKABLE BOOK ON 
TI1E GERMAN EMPEROR. 


Portrays In Racy Language the Condi¬ 
tion* Prevailing at the Im¬ 
perial Court. 

Another remarkable book, which por¬ 
trays in racy language the conditions 
prevailing at the imperial court, has just 
made its appearance in Germany under 
the title, “OUr Emperor and His People: 
German Sorrows," by “Pessimist.” The 
author is a prominent German politi¬ 
cian, belonging to one of Ihe Conserva¬ 
tive groups. His identity I must not re¬ 
veal'; but be is a public man. whose 
Judgment of affairs commands respect, 
writes a Berlin correspondent. 

In “Our Emperor und His People,” the 
reader is given interesting details of the 
Interviews which take place between the 
Emperor and the members of the cabi¬ 
net. Those Ministers and high slate 
ofliciaJs who cannot think so quickly as 
their versatile monarch lose the imper¬ 
ial favor. Moreover, the Minister who 
sticks too closely to the subject on 
which he is reporting to the emperor 
finds it difllcull to command his im¬ 
perial master’s attention. The emperor 
loves to dart off into a discussion of 
other matters with a mental agility 
which many of Iris statesmen 

CANNOT KEEP PACE WITH. 

“The emperor regards such Ministers,” 
writes Ihe author, “as tedious fellow’s 
and slow-going beureaucrats. Such a 
Minister finds montiis may pass before 
he is summoned to report on the affuirs 
of his department. The monarch, when 
ul last he receives him, does so with an 
air of resignation; nor does the emperor 
uttempt to conceal his indifference and 
boredom. On such occasions his majes¬ 
ty remains standing aguinst the w’all, 
playing with his fuvorite dachshunds. 
He makes the dogs rush round tiie room 
until they run round the legs of the 
statesman, and muke the lutler nervous 
and confused, so that the unfortunate 
man loses the thread of his discourse. 
The emperor then consoles him with 
some juviul remark, und dismisses 
him.” 

The author refers in similar words to 
the visits which his majesty pays Prince 
Buiow when ut Potsdam or in Berlin to 
confer on stale matters. Prince Buluw'. 
he says, understands how' lo restruin the 
monarch’s imagination in order to dis¬ 
cuss the prucllcul details of administra¬ 
tive business with him, but the imperial 
chancellor is obliged curefully to select 
his material and not to bore the emper¬ 
or with 

TOO MANY DRY DETAILS. 

Such details as affuirs of government 
cannot long chuin Ihe ei peror’s inter¬ 
est, for the monurch delights to aban¬ 
don concrete mailers in order to dis¬ 
cuss abstract problems. This allows his 
majesty's wonderful imagination free 
play. 

There are several other interesting 
passages throwing light on the many- 
sided character of thut most fuscinuting 
personality the kaiser, which ure too 
long to quote, or even to mention in a 
telegraphic message. The volume, fol¬ 
lowing as it does the Hohenlohe me¬ 
moirs and Count Reventlow’s “Byzan- 
tinismus," will certainly excite keen in¬ 
terest. 

The au'.hor devotes a chapter to the 
comparison of the emperor's personal 
attitude towurds his own subjects and 
towards foreigners. His majesty* does 
not tolerate the least familiarity from 
his own subjects, but he associates with 
Americans on terms of free and easy 
equality.

THE “EYES’OF THE FLEET' 

HOW THE CRUISER BAS BECOME 



Marvellous Development ot SMpMittd* 
lag for the British 
Navy. 

The details which have become public 
in connection with the new worship* 'd 
the “Invincible" class render It perfect- 
•y clear that the word cruiser will be an 
anurchronUm to apply to the vessels, 
says the London Express. 

They, are, indeed, “capital ships,” de¬ 
signed lo lie in the first fighting line 
and sinush an enemy by sheer prepon- 
deshnee of gun-powder. Their advent 
will be the last word in the doctrine of 
homogeneity. 

Meanwhile, the pace of warship de¬ 
velopment is so ropld that one almost 
shrinks from contemplating the “w'hat 
is to be," even though It be actually mft- 
ter.alizing upon the ships. 

Without trying to speculatively pene¬ 
trate the veil of ofllciol secrecy which 
remains closely drawn around the “In¬ 
vincible*,” it Is interesting to review 
briefly the momentary stage reached in 
warship design as exemplified by Ihe lat¬ 
est exumple put afloat. This is the 
armored cruiser “Shannon,” launched at 
Chatham not long ago. 

The “Shannon" is one of a group of 
three cruisers built under the estimates 
oi 1904-1905. She is a vessel of 14,000 
tons’ displacement, and of twenty-three 
knots’ speed. 

In this latter detail she is not supe¬ 
rior to any type of cruiser designed 
since the advent of the county class five 
years ago. In point of size she is only 
150 tons bigger than the “Powerful," 
which vessel is now ten years old. 

But as a fighting machine the “Shan¬ 
non’ murks such a prodigious degree of 
development upon either of the types 
named that it seems altogether a mis¬ 
nomer for her to be classed with them. 

1(1 truth, the war cruiser has virtually 
disappeared, and in her place stands a 
most formidable species of 

MOBILE BATTLESHIP. 

The “Shannon" could sink the “Mujes- 
tic," the prototype of live world’s battle¬ 
ship a decade ago. The “Majestic" could 
now, under equal conditions, sink the 
“Shannon." 

Tills is due lo two factors—superiority 
of speed nnd potentiality of gun-power. 
The “Majestic" carries four forty-six-tan 
guns, throwing twelve-inch projectiles of 
s5u pounds in weight. The “Shannon" 
will carry six twenty-nine-ton guns, 
throwing 9.2-inch shells of 350 pounds 
in weight; but the high -velocity, flat 
trajectory, and long runge of the latter 
weapon renders it more effective In 
piercing armor than the former. 

Moreover, ihe “Shannon" will be able 
to exercise this advantage of long-dis¬ 
tance fire delivery and intensity of col¬ 
lective broadside discharge upon her 
own terms. A superiority of six knots 
speed would enable her to flght when 
she liked,where she liked, and how 
she liked. 

Her broadside Ls belted with six inches 
of Krupp steel. The “Majestic" is ar¬ 
mored with nine inches of Harveyized 
sleel. So remarkable has been the ad- 
! \ance in the powers of resistance of the 
metal that the “Shannon" could with¬ 
stand a substantially heavier impact of 
gun-fire than the ten-year-old buttle- 
ship. 

To the average layman these may ap¬ 
peal as dry und comparatively unsug- 
gestive details, but they are given mere¬ 
ly to illustrate a point. One frequently 
hears It asked. “What is the distinction 
between a battleship nnd a cruiser— 
where does the one leave off and the 
other begin?" 

Such a qustion cannot now-a-duya 
really be answered at oil. The devlop- 
ment of the cruiser has rendered her so 
distinctly superior in her aggregate com¬ 
batant value to all but the very latest 
tvne of battleship that the new one

Be¬ 
sides. two udjutunts accuinpuriy the 
suite. 

Fur the very lively exchange of ines- 
s iges belwen Ihe Kuiser und the Chun- 
tvllur spedul arrangement is made ny 
Ihe imperial postul deparlment. Tele¬ 
graphic messages must be presented rt 
once to the Kaiser. When necessary 
to be deciphered a postal ofilcial Is in 
Ihe n urest telegraph of lice to uttend to 
tliis duty. 

When the Kaiser is out hunting a 
special messenger go*.s after him in case 
urgent messages must be delivered. 
I;veil at a late hour in the night the 
Kaiser has ordered that regardless of 
l.is own convenience he shall be awak¬ 
ened if important communications ar¬ 
rive. In addition to these telegraphic 
reports, mail matter, which arrives dallv 
by courier, must be answered; then, al¬ 
so, attention must be given to the re¬ 
ports of Ministers from other depart¬ 
ments. conferences must be held at all 
t mes of Ihe day, and long dictations 
given in ihe study where the Kaiser is 
slopping, lie it on loard of the Hohen- 
zollern or in his sleeper. ' 

Added to this must he reskoned the 
hours when he is working alone, con¬ 
sisting of the readfflg of newspaper clip¬ 
pings. the active correspondence with 
his wife, from whom he receives a dally 
Ic-llcr. nod the correspondence with roy- 
,alti;s or friends.

RENOVATING THE ABBEY 

TIIE WORK OF REPAIR WILL COVEU 
MANY YEARS. 

Westminster Abbey Begins to Show the 
Effects of the Hand of 
Time. 

Like others of England’s hijsRn’ic 
cuthedrals—Westminster and Kxeuit, for 
instance—Westminster Abbey has begun 
,tj show the effects of the hand of time, 
und the ravages of London's almos- 
'phere. 

Repairs upon th 1 Abbey have now 
been begun, under the direction of the 
architects of the Ecclesiastical Commis¬ 
sioners, and for several yeurs there 
will be work going on behind unsightly 
pulisudes and scaffolding, much to Hie 
disappointment of French and American 
visitors to London. 

Motor omnibuses are held lo be partly 
responsible for making repairs neces¬ 
sary. and residents in Dean's Yard, ad¬ 
joining the Abbey, are outspoken in 
their complaints against tho vibrution 
which accompanies the motor omnibus 
tialllc to Victoria. A new line has re¬ 
cently greatly augmented the number 
now pushing the north front of the 
Abbey. 

NORTH FRONT DAMAGED. 

It is lo the north front tied the great¬ 
est ainounl of damuge hus been done. 
Scaling of tin* si one has become general 
and spread along the entire front, ser¬ 
iously affecting the dfigies of several 
bishops und murtyrs. A few days ugo u 
large section of stone fell just alter the 
pnssirj of a motor omnibus. 

A policeman on point duty ncur the 
Abbey trout suid that the jarring is 
plainly felt inside the Abbey. The Vic- 
brlu bound motors are \V)rst. he said, 
and the amount of vibration appears lo 
depend upon tluwnnnuer in which they 
take the curve into Victoria Street. 

The architects udmit that in every case 
where appreciable portions of stone huve 
fullen Haws have been discovered, due to 
the encroachments of time und weather. 

$100,000 FOR REPAIRS. 

Lack of means has delayed the work 
of renovation during recent years, but 
us there is now available some £20.000 
u year, the north front is lo be re-faced, 
practically in entirety. 

The vibrution Is distinctly perceptible 
to worshipers. 

How advisable it 4s to look to the re¬ 
pairs of our historic abbeys and calhe- 
drals is well illustrated in the cui*? of 
F.xeter Guthedrul, where the dean hus 
just made the disquieting discovery that 
the soutii tower is resting on falling 
foundations. In the thirteenth century 
Bishop Quivil removed the fourth wall 
in order lo throw the chupcls at the base 
of the tower Into the transepts—a fuel 
which may have helped considerably to 
bring ubout the present condition of 
things. It is all Ihe more serious in Hie 
ca.se of Exeter, us the tower contains 
one of the heaviest peals of bells in the 
country.

In short, the clusses are merged. And 
as it is the cruiser that hus come up 
to the standard of the battleship, and 
not the battleship that hus come down 
tr. the calibre of Ihe cruiser, it must 
tu- held that ihe last-named type is the 
one that hus grown out of existence. 

We have abandoned the cruiser. In 
the proper significance of her denomina¬ 
tion. and arc now building lypes of war 
vessels which, differentiate them as we 
may, are uil ships of the fine. In jus¬ 
tification of this policy it may be urged 
that a sea war can only be fought lo 
finality by battleships. All the experi¬ 
ence of t’*e Far F.nsif*rn struggle went 
In confirm what was already h.Hd hi 
an established principle in this dtf*e- 
lion. 

Fought 'o finality, yes' The van 
quishtng of th 1 battle fl»vt nf either f 
two conflicting pow er s mean* j 

victory to the other. Rut this w tfce 
last singe in a campaign, and Icferv t 
h reached there is ineviUt ’v much v*- 
s iltory and indecisive figtiLng ir 
done. 

However much we majr s d**v~Fjp 
various war units out of 
for n« their original role Is ccMMMVWsd. 
we must always come l»aek In the ele¬ 
mentary principles of -ea flghtmc. Ns*, 
n! progress, after all, travel largely n 
cycles. 

Thus, when the cruiser grew Into a 
young battleship and was destined to 
lie in th* 'lie. a new type was evolved 
U supplant her in the necessary work 
of r connaissance, and was classed as .n 
“-coot.” This species of warship has 
not proved very successful, being scarce¬ 
ly adequate to the work they were de¬ 
signed to undertake, and so no more of 
them have been built since the comple¬ 
tion of the original batch. 

But now we find o new class of ocean 
destroyer being laid down, manifestly 
rut of recognition of the necessity for 
uniAs to keen touch with various squad¬ 
rons und glean Intelligence about the 
enemy. Those mosquito craft are to 
have a displacement of 1.000 tons and c 
speed of thirty-three knots, nnd .since 
they con scarcely be destined to carry 
torpedo aggression on to the blue ocean, 
seing that all battleships nnd cruisers 
are themselves capable of Indulging :n 
this sort of fighting, we can only con¬ 
clude that these new destroyers are ‘n- 
tendod the latest experimental ex¬ 
pression of the scout cruising units.

.As the shooting or killing of animals 
in Pushkar is against religious princi¬ 
ples. it is proposed to remove the cro¬ 
codiles, of which there are said to be 
about 200. lo the sea or to the Ganges, j 

The lake became silted up in the 
twelfth century, and was restored at 
the cost of many thousands of dollars 
l v Rajah Nahar. Rno of Marwar. It 
1« now proposed that the work of re¬ 
st ration should be carried out by the 
State of Bajputana, or by a local com¬ 
mittee of Hindoos, in co-operation with 
the authorities. It will co9t about $75,-

mon peel, a bay leaf, or any whole epice 
liked. 

Rice water it a very useful invalid 
drink if made thus: Put two tablespoon¬ 
fuls of rice in one quart of cold water. 
Cook for an hour or until the shape of 
the rice is lost. Add sugar and lemon 
juice to taste. 

Minced Beefsteak on Toast.—The best 
way to use cold beefsteak is to mince it 
finely and put it to stew for fifteen min¬ 
utes with & little water. If the beef has 
been dried up by over cooking the first 
day, add to the^gravy a good sized lump 
of butter, a small onion, and a tea¬ 
spoonful of vinegar. Serve this smoking 
hot on nicely browned toast. 

For a simple frying batter take four 
ounces of flour and work it smooth 
while quite dry, then add gradually a 
tablespoonful of best salad oil and quar¬ 
ter of a pint of tepid water; tills must be 
mixed very smoothly with a wooden 
spoon. Let the batter stand for at least 
an hour, then beat together lightly, add 
the beaten white of one or two eggs and 
use. 

Baked Milk.—Take one pint or quart 
of fresh milk at night, place in an 
earthenware jar and tie over carefully 
with thick white paper, place it in the 
oven at night directly you have done 
your cooking and let it stay till next 
morning. Then the milk will be thick¬ 
ened und can be used instead of croam. 

Brandy Snaps.—Rub a quarter of a 
pound of butter into half a pound of 
flour, add half a pound of moist sugar 
and half an ounce of ground ginger, 
make all into a paste with a little 
treacle. Spread the paste thinly on tins 
and bake. When cooked, cut into strips 
and rolled round the fingers. When 
quite cold, put the snaps into tins to 
preserve their crispness. 

To Utilize Scraps of Cheese.—Cut some 
nice short or puff pastry into rounds 
with a tumbler. On one half lay some 
finely grated cheese, seasoned with a 
little made mustard, cayenne and salt. 
Put some little bits of butter on it. and 
do not let the cheese be within half an 
inch of the edges. Turn the other half 
of pastry over, turnover style, hoving 
previously damped the eages. press to¬ 
gether, brush over with milk, and bake 
in a quick oven. Serve hot. 

Potato Surprise.-To 1 pint chopped 
meat, any kind, add 1 teaspoon melted 
butter, slice of onion, suit and pepper. 
Heat the meat, put in pudding dish. 
Take 2 cups mashed potatoes and 1 egg. 
put on top of meat. Brown in oven. 
This is nice for supper. Another way is 
to take cold boiled potatoes, cut in 
cubes, moke white sauce, mix with the 
potatoes, season with salt und pepper, 
pour over the meat and bake in the 
oven. 

A Tough Cake Made Tender. — If a 
sponge or angel cake is slightly tough, 
place it in a deep stone crock, carefully 
covering the jar, und let it stand in the 
cellar or cool pantry for one or two 
days, at the end of which time the cake 
will have become moist and tender. If 
a tough angel cake is left over night in 
this way it will generally be sufllcient, 
but sometimes two or even three days 
will be required. 

To Use up Cold Potatoes.—Mash the 
potatoes finely with a little butter and 
put a layer in the bottom of a pudding 
dish. Season with some chopped boiled 
onion, chopped parsley, pepper and salt. 
Dredge ull with flour, then have ano¬ 
ther layer of potutues. then seasoning, 
adding ’little bits of bultor if the potato 
seems dry. When the dish is full pour 
over it two tublespoonfuls of milk, 
scatter breadcrumbs on the top, dot little 
bits of butter or dripping over, und 
bake to a pale brown . Serve this with 
cold meal. 


Kill Their Warders 
and Escape to Ravage Neigh- 


Not only does anarchy with mob-law 
rule Russian towns, but it has spread 
into well-known prisons. Accounts 
come in continually from different parts 
of the empire of warders killed, gover¬ 
nors wounded and mutinous prisoners 
escaping to pillage the neighborhoods 
they pass through and sow bloodshed 
•nd horror wherever they go. 

From a prison in Eastern Russia, just 
under the Ural Mountains, comes a story 
which seems almost Incredible until It 
Is remembered that as bad and worse 
things are happening in other districts. 

According to the report of the gover¬ 
nor, two men, sentenced to a long term 
of hard labor, were placed together in 
a cell, awaiting,their turn to be taken to 
the other'side of the Urals. They were 
friends, and soon made up their minds 
to escape. There was & third man in the 
cell and to him they confided their 
plans. . , 

HE PROMISED TO HELP TllEM. 

They worked hard all night long and 
for many nights, digging a tunnel un¬ 
der their cell. All the prisoners in the 
place knew of it; for In these prisons, 
where the supervision is inefficient; news 
travels from cell to cell like wildfire. 
Every morning, these three men filled 
their pockets with the earth dug up dur¬ 
ing the night and also put it behind their 
shirts. They turned it out in the prison 
yard when they went for theft 1 dully ex¬ 
ercise. But one morning, when they 
were nearly at the end of their task, 
they discovered that they were being 
closely watched, and left off diggiqg for 
a day or two. They had, however, no 
sooner begun again than they were 
searched, the earth in tnelr pockets dis¬ 
covered and their tunnel us well. All 
the prisoners heurd of it, und began to 
look for the spy who hod given notice 
Id the authorities. 

All declared that only one could be 
guilty, and that was the man who 
shared the two mens' cell. The prison¬ 
ers swore to have the man's life. Dele¬ 
gates from every cell conferred at exer¬ 
cise time and* were unanimous in de¬ 
claring that their victim must be 
hanged. The only one who suspected 
nothing was the victim himself, who 
helped the friend# from goud-natured- 
ness and had never the least intention 
of spying upon them. At last a filling 
moment urrlved when there was no 
guard about. At 2 o’clock one ulter- 
noon, six delegates entered the cell. The 
hook and the rope were in readiness. 

THEY BEGAN THEIR TRIAL. 

“What shall we do with this traitor?” 
asked one man, pointing to the unhappy 
victim 

“Hang him !" they all cried. The man 
tried to escape; he rushed to the door, 
shouting for help. But he was one 
aguinst eight, and after an awful strug¬ 
gle they pulled him back, slipped the 
noose round his neck und hanged him 
on the hook. 

At this moment the guards appeared 
at ttie door of the cell. They were met 
with a volley of plates, benches, tables, 
—anything, in fuct, to keep them out till 
their victim was dead. 

The inmates of the other cells, hear¬ 
ing the row, ran to their comrades' as¬ 
sistance. The soldiers fired. Four men 
fell. The trial was over. A few 
wounded, a few killed, and the hanged 
man cut down—still breuthing. This is 
one of the pictures, out of hundreds, 
which disgrace Russia doily*.

Story of a Lady Who Dreamed of lb# 
Winning florae - The Story of 
a Shipwreck. 

The Individual who dreams of win¬ 
ners of horseraces is well known to 
every racing moil, and there is ikV 
doubt that many on unfortunate man 
can date his ruin from the time he 
dreamed that a certain horse would win 
a forthcoming event. But tliere is a 
ludicrous story told of a lady who kept 
on dreaming of different horses in u 
race in which her husbund was inter¬ 
ested. Every time she dreamt of a 
different horse she backed it. Her hus¬ 
band was the owner of the favorite, and 
us she backed the horses in his name— 
to small amounts, it is true—the news, 
of course, soon leaked out, and tho 
sporting Press and the public began to 
wonder what was the game of the fav¬ 
orite’s owner. 

UNPLEASANT HINTS. 

At last the unfortunate man was 
obliged to make a public statement that 
his wife’s l*ts only amounted to a few 
pounds, and that ho himself had known 
notiiing whatever of the matter. By 
this time, however, his market was 
spoilt, and when his horse won there 
were, of course, people who hinted all 
soils of unpleusant things, and the 
wretched man lias never heard the last 
of his wife's dreams from his intimate 
friends.

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WATER DISTRIBUTION ON FARMS. 

it Is easily possible under present con¬ 
ditions for the farmer to tiave as sat¬ 
isfactory water supply os the man who 
lives in Ihe city or village. True, a 
farm water supply requires individual 
attention, but with wind pump, gasoline 
engine and water distributing dovlces, 
th re is no reoeon why there should not 
be a bath room in every farm h.nne, 
running water in every room, water 
cosily available for washing buggies, 
carriages, etc., and plenty of water .a 
case of fire. 

There ore several good woys of In¬ 
stalling a water supply, the cheapest be¬ 
ing to dam up a spring or brook that 
is higher than the house, and then let 
the water come down by gravity. The 
cost of this, outside of the labor, is 
merely a matter of piping. The oppor¬ 
tunities for using this plan, however, 
are very rare, as water can seldom be 
obtained from a higher level. 

Another very simple means is to have 
^ pump in the kitchen, at the cellar, rr 
a well by which water inoy lx* furred in¬ 
to an attic tank. From this tnnk the 
water Is delivered by gravity pressure 
to the kitchen. Tho weak points in this 
are the danger of freezing in the win¬ 
ter and the fact that the wnter becomes 
very warm in the summer. Further 
than that, the weight of the tnnk In the 
winter frequently does much damage lo 
the light frames of an ordinary furm 
building. The water is conducted from 
this tank to all parts of the house and 
is thoroughly satisfactory. 

During recent yeurs the pneumatic 
water Systems have been placed on tho 
market und arc rapidly becoming very 
popular. The main features of the 
pneumatic or air pressure system Is a 
pressure tank, which is locutoi in ihe 
cellur. or burled in the ground, so that 
freezing, will not be possible. The 
water is pumped Into the tnnk in ihe 
usual way. Pumping the water corn- 
presses It and it is forced out wherever 
wanted. The pressure can be reguluted 
b> pumping, so that if a heavy stream 
is wanted, a little additional pumping 
will provide it. 

This method is entirely pruclicnl and 
has several features which commend it 
for special consideration. It is protected 
against frost in the winter and lho 
water docs not become warm in the 
summer. There is no danger of crack¬ 
ing the ceilings and the several objec¬ 
tions b. the overhead tanks are avoided. 
Then. too. a greater pressure of water 
cun be obtained, insuring 

VERY GOOD FIRE PROTECTION. 

Where a small amount of wuter is 
required and where the water is luken 
from a shallow well or cistern, the 
hand pump is satisfactory. \V here the 
source of supply is a deep well, und 
where a large amount of water is de¬ 
sired, some power should be used for 
pumping. The most common form cl 
pumping power Is the windmill. They 
have been so generally used on farms 
that reference to them is almost unnec¬ 
essary. Possessing, os they do, both 
advantages und disadvantages, the net 
result is satisfaction. 

Where there is a flowing spring, with 
a good head of water, a hydraulic ram 
is u good form of pumping power lc 
install. H is entirely automatic and the 
cost of tho ram is nominal. The force 
of the water operates it. A great ex¬ 
cess of water is necessary, as about si* 
lc ten gallons of water is used to ever) 
gullun pumped. 

Another and very genera]lv. used me¬ 
thod which obviutes hand rapur Is th< 
pump, run by some kind oian engine 
such as gasoline or hot uir. The hoi 
air engine is very widely used and It* 
giMiut recommendation is its simplicity 
As its name implies, it is operated b> 
the expansion of heated uir. Anyorn 
who can build u file, can operate a liol 
air engine; and the fuel may be eithei

Nearly 
fill a tub with fresh ruin or river water, 
luy across it three laths, on which rest 
the meat at about one inch distance, 
ubove the water. Heap on the meat as 
much common suit as it will lie on it, 
and let it remain till next day, when you 
will Und it quite ready for cooking. 
Cook Very slowly in just enough water 
to cover, adding onions, carrots and 
whole spices Vo taste. Serve hot ut first 
with the vegetables round it.

A 
small gasolin^erigine on the farm will 
nut only furnish/power to run a pump, 
but it will also enable Ihe farmer lo 
have power to operate churns, feed cut¬ 
ters, wood saws, or for any purpose 
where power is desirable. The gaso¬ 
line engine is generally given preference 
to the hot uir engine, because of the 
lower cost. The operation of a gasoline 
engine Is a comparatively simple mat¬ 
ter anJ con be readily learned by any¬ 
one at all familiar with machinery. 

The summary of the farm water sup¬ 
ply Is this: If a well, cislern. spring or 
brook is nearby, a farm house can be 
completely equipped with a wuter sup¬ 
ply by means of a storage tank, pump 
and power for pumping. The storage 
tank to be used will depend upon what 
li preferred after curefully considering 
the objections of each kind. The pump 
will depend upon the amount of water 
to be used, the noluiv of the source of 
supply ond who!her Ihe power is de¬ 
sired for any oilier pmu.ffs or not. 
The plumbing system w 1! be about the 
same in each case and similar to plumb¬ 
ing systems in the city. 


TESTS WITH FORAGE CROPS. 

Besides cow pens, we grow soy beans, 
velvet beans, Uulir corn, dhourra, sor¬ 
ghum and teosinte, says Prof. J. W. 
Piricus. Soy beans und velvet beans 
belong to the same family as cowpeas, 
namely, legumes, while all the others 
belong to the same class us corn-grass 
family<: Soy beans resemble the cow- 
peas, But the seed is more round, usu¬ 
ally somewhat like the field pea. The 
plant grows more erect, and for this rea¬ 
son mlny fanners prefer it to cowpeas. 
The stern of the soy bean, however, is 
-much inure woody, and, in general, our 
cattle do not eat it os readily as cow¬ 
peas. It is planted the same os cow¬ 
peas, but It is a little more hardy and 
is thnifiore recommended for northern 
latitude. 

The Velvet bean is an excellent climb¬ 
er. when planted with corn, it com¬ 
pletely-envelopes the corn plant. The 
seed of the velvet bean Is very lurge 
and expensive. During the last two ur 
three years, it germinated v?ry poor'y 
on ouP place. I would be i/autious in 
planting it on lurge areas. It never pro¬ 
duces See ds in this latitude, but I have 
seen ajfew blossom. Besides producing 
kafir ebrn broadcast wfitli cowpeas, we 
havy^TDTvn it, as well as dhurra, sor¬ 
ghum and teosinte in drills 3% feel apart 
The seeds of kafir corn and dhourra 
oreVyery much alike. In fact, the plants 
of ftuflr corn, dhourra and sorghum 
resemble each other so much, that un¬ 
less carefully examined, a person will 
not notice uny difference. There are 
two varieties of kafir corn, the whole 
and the Ved. 

These forage crops were grown n 
cne-twentiefla-acre plots. The yield was 
as follows: Bed kafir corn, 873 pounds, 
or at the rate!of 8% tons per ucre; while 
kafir com, 9lb pounds, or 0 tons per 
acre: sOrghwn, 783 pounds, or aboul 8 
Ions peb acre; dhourra, 1,100 pounds, cr 
11 tons per acre; teosinte, 2.0.V) pounds, 
cr 20}£ tons per acre. The latter gave 
the heaviest yield. It resembles corn, 
but It suckers profusely. We planted it 
by hand in drills 3 Y 7 feef apart and 
abo it feet apart in the drills. The 
se:ds ufe very small ond very hard ond 
slow in coming up. The olant grows 
slowly at first, but afterward produces 
an abundance of succulent leaves. As 
there are no heavy stalks, cows relish 
it. There is not much waste in feeding 
teosinte. It has never blossomed with 
us.

Christmas celebratiols are drawn 
from diverse sources and are by no 
means of Christian origin, in so far as 
the ceremonies and festivities are con¬ 
cerned. In fact, there is more of pagan 
than Christian in them and many of 
them antedate the religion of Christ. 
When the Catholic Church was bring¬ 
ing nations lo the knowledge of the 
religion of the Child of Bethlehem she, 
in her wisdom, instead of abolishing old 
customs and festival days, adopted 
them as her own and gave them a 
Christian significance. 

In the countries of Roman descent 
Ihe Roman Saturnalia has left distinct 
traces. This great festival in honor of 
the Roman god of agriculture was cele¬ 
brated in old Rome every December. 
Children and slaves were overwhelmed 
with presents and merriment reigned in 
every form for a week. Southern 
Europe and Spanish and Portuguese 
America have retained Christmas as an 
ecclesiastical festival, but a joyful one. 
a time of public rejoicing; while in the 
northern countries its celebration has 
more of a domestic character. It is a 
home and family feast. The derivation 
of northern customs may be traced to 
the gods of the Fdda, the greatest 
source of northern mythology. Its 
scriptures were found in Iceland. The 
customs derived from the saturnalia and 
those from northern myths were by and 
by portly amalgamated through the 
mixtures of peoples, but still every 
country has its own peculiar ceremon¬ 
ies of Christmostide. 

The customs of Scandinavia and Ice¬ 
land rely most distinctly on the old 
northern myths. The celebration of the 
solstice was a great festival in olden 
times. For a long time it was believed 
that the year stood still at the solstice. 
The celebration of the winter solstice 
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was a great festival from olden limes, 
when great bonfires were kindled to the 
honor of the greut sun god, Thor. Ihe 
Yuletide of the Scandinavians was an 
especially merry season. Yule meant 
wheel und the inhabitants imagined the 
6un to he like a wheel. Yule-klapp still 
signifies the way in which presents are 
distributed, signifying the clapping of 
of wheels, the mysterious maimer in 
which the sun god distributed his pre- 
gents of flowers, green grass and 
leaves. In a somewhat similar myster¬ 
ious manner the presents are to-day 
packed together in a room, no one being 
able lo guess what the contents are. 
From the association of the sun god und 
the presents of the green of the spring¬ 
time thut color is still retained in cele- 
brution and this feature has been taken 
up by almost the whole world. 

On the afternoon of the day before 
Christmas the Latin patriarch and 
numerous monks from the monasteries 
In Jerusalem arrive at the market place, 
the chief square in the town of Belhle- 
liem. They ore received with great 
state by the foreign and Turkish offi¬ 
cials. who escort them into the church. 
The whole populace of the surrounding 
towns turns out, the native men and 
women attired in the gayest holiday 
costumes, forming a brilliant color 
background lo the Oriental pageant as 
it passes. Every terrace und standing 
room is at a premium to any outsider. 
Acolytes hear crosses and torches and 
swing censers and priests chant, and 
when the putriurch. attired in gorgeous 
robes, who is the last to enter Ihe 
church, tun s at the portals toward the 
great throng, he pronounces a blessing, 
and all are on their knees in an instant. 
Then the Christmas ceremonies begin. 
Toward dusk a procession of cowled 
monks carrying lighted tapers descends 
into the Grotto of the Nativity, where 
they chant the first vespers of the feast, 
avn rtf Ihp rm'nt dnv tlit? Belhle- 


halts at a chapel. The bambino is taken 
in and deposited on a bed of straw, be¬ 
tween images of Saint Joseph and the 
Blessed Virgin. At the Basilica is kept 
what from immemorial ages has been 
known as Ihe crib in which the Lord 
w as born. 

To obtain a clear idea of genuine 
Chrislinus in France one must eliminate 
from the mind all secularity. The 
French, os well as all Latins, ignore en¬ 
tirely ils worldly features and make it 
a religious festival entirely. The Paris 
Christinas is scarcely representative of 
the country. Paris, with its cosmopoli¬ 
tanism, reveals but dimly the true char¬ 
acter of the national observance. The 
creches are outnumbered now by the 
Christmas trees of northern importa¬ 
tion. These line the streets waiting to 
be carried into some fashionable quar¬ 
ter where they have already appeared 
on previous occasions; likewise little 
stables can no longer compete with 
.Santa Claus, who smiles upon the 
world. 

The little French folk, as everywhere, 
are remembered with presents, of 
course; they invariably pluce their little 
shoes before the fireplace or stove, 
credulous in the expectation that the 
petite Jesus will come and fill them 
that night,' and seldom are they disap¬ 
pointed. Many of them are allowed to 
sit up for the occasion. Grownups,! 
however, neither receive nor give pre¬ 
sents ut Christmas. New Year’s Day is 
to them what Christmas is to Ameri¬ 
cans. and the sending of presents, the 
paying of customary compliments and 
the exchange of visits—all these take 
place on the first of the new year. 
“Happy r-New Year,” they will say to 
you, but never “Merry Christmas.” 

Outside of the metropolis, in many of 
Ihe larger cities and in nearly all the 
villages, children will gather and with 
lighted candles in hand line up in a 


lion begins on Christmas Eve and Is 
carried over two or three days, some¬ 
times a week. The dinner, with the 
regulation roast beef, turkey and plum 
pudding, Is the great feature of Christ¬ 
mas Day, when, so far as possible, 
every member of the family, no matter 
how it has been scattered in the pursuit 
of business or pleasure, endeavors to be 
present and occupy that seat around the 
family board in which he or she sat as 
a child. Of course there is a Christmas 
tree for the juveniles—the younger 
members of the family or the grand¬ 
children, os the case may be. Con¬ 
trary to the custom in the United States, 
the distribution of the presents hung on 
it by Santa Claus is made usually in 
the evening, after a sufficient time has 
elapsed to permit of the proper enjoy¬ 
ment of the illumination produced by 
the colored candles attached to the 
branches. Following that comes the 
dancing and the amusement of the old 
folk, which is kept up until the early 
hours of the morning. 

A Christmas in Mexico Is celebrated 
In a way so entirely different from the 
same season in the United Stated that 
it is difilcull lo realize that the birth of 
the $aine Savior Is being honored. 

As the years roll by the festivities are 
less strictly observed in a purely reli¬ 
gious way and with less pomp and 
ostentation socially. La\\s have been 
passed which forbid the beautiful church 
processions going beyond the doors. In 
former days regiments of soldiers, gen¬ 
erals, governors, presidents, and the 
highest church dignitaries took part and 
the entire city suspended all business.

The gospel is then 
sung and when the deacon reaches the 
words, “Here she brought forth her 
first-born Sun and wrapped Him in 
swaddling clothes and here laid Him in 
a manger.’’ the act of an assistant suits 
the words and the wax infant is wrap¬ 
ped in swaddling clothes and laid in the 
recess of the manger. By midnight the 
Church uf the Nativity is crowded to its 
extreme capacity by Syrians. Hussions. 
Germans, and representatives of nearly 
every other nation. When the bells of 
the parish church sound through the 
s till night air, announcing the com¬ 
mencement of the midnight mass, u 
great sound, as that of rejoicing, issues 
from the throng assembled in the deep 
cave. The ceremony is conducted with 
royal pomp. Vestments fashioned by 
queens ami empresses of long ago are 
worn by the patriarch and ofilcialing 
priests. About daybreak the ceremonies 
ore over and I lie natives go back to 
tfteir homes t* > celebrate the day in 
general merrymaking. 

From Bethlehem one's thoughts 
naturally turn to Borne, the city of the 
head of Christendom, and the represen¬ 
tative of the little Child who was born 
so many, many years ago in a poor 
ca ve. The domestic .side of Christmas 
in Home is not so much in evidence as 
it is in the United .States. One misses 
the streams of shoppers that make the 
few weeks before s< full of activity and 
life, as well as the myriad of beautiful 
articles so temptingly displayed in the 
splendid shops, the equal of which no 
country in the world but ours can show. 

But the special feature of the Roman 
Catholic celebration are the services at 
the Church of St. Mary of the Cupitol. 
where rests II Santo Bambino, or holy 
child. This is a large doll or image 
about the size of a baby of six months 
old and was carved by a friar of the 
Franciscan order in Jerusalem from a 
block of olive wood found near there. 
A legend has it that when the work was 
nearly completed the friar was very 
much worried over the fact that he had 
no paint with which t»j ornament it, 
and, after praying over it in his cell, he 
fell asleep and on awakening, found 
the Image or child, smiling upon him 
with bright, blue eyes, rosy cheeks and 
golden-brown hair, hands and feet 
glowing with lifelike flesh tints. The 
happy friar recognizing the miracle, 
bowed his head in admiration and kissed 
the ground before which it luy. This 
miraculous image was brought to Rome 
several hundred years ago and many 
miracles hu\e been attributed to its in¬ 
fluences. and so great has been the 
veneration In which it has been held 
for many centuries that it has been made 
the recipient of gifts thut amount to 
many millions of francs. It is covered 
with diamonds, rubies, emeralds, sap¬ 
phires. and pearls of great, value, while 
the crown It wears is fine enough for u 
queen. It has ils own servants, who 
accompany it wherever it goes; its own 
carriage for horses and liveries. On 
Christmas Day, after mass, the bam¬ 
bino is carried in a procession by the 
priests from its tabernacle, accompan¬ 
ied by monks and prelates, oftentimes 
a cardinal and a great concourse of in¬ 
fluential Roman citizens, clad in grey 
cloth robes, everyone carrying lighted 
candles! and, after traversing all the 
ai&ies and the nave of the church, It

the exchange of visits—all these take 
place on the first of the new year. 
“Happy New Year,” they will say to 
you, but never “Merry Christmas." 

Outside of the metropolis, in many of 
I he larger cities and in nearly all the 
villages, children will gather and with 
lighted candles in hand line up in a 
procession, carrying about the place 
the symbolic creature, singing carols as 
they go, some of which are very beauti¬ 
ful. 

But it Is in ITovonce, Brittany, and 
Franche Comte that these festivals as¬ 
sume the quaintest form. They recall 
singularly heathen customs. On that 
day in every house the celebrations 
commence with a big supper. All fast¬ 
ing and mortification is luid aside. The 
table is set before the fireplace, where 
sparkles, bright ond cheerful, the cari- 
gule, the old trunk of an olive tree, 
crowned with laurels, dried up and care¬ 
fully prepared for the occasion. 

Supper over, the whole family circle 
around Ihe fire and sing Christmas 
carols till midnight, the time of the first 
mass, which everybody scrupulously at¬ 
tends. The night of the 24th,of Decem¬ 
ber is the real fete. The poor are per- 
miled to beg publicly the whole night, 
singing hymns to touch the hearts cf 
the people. Fom the windows childen 
thow them alms in paper purses, which 
they have previously set on fire for 
guiding purposes. 

Among Ihe peasantry, still deeply 
rooted in superstition, it is customary 
also to leave upon the tahle Christmas 
Eve “la part des morts’’ (the share of the 
dead), a touching custom which seems 
to associate the spirit of Hie dead with 
the pleasure of the living. The Christ¬ 
mas festivals in France last three days. 

A true account of the “creche" cele¬ 
bration in Ihe neighborhood of Mar¬ 
seilles will hardly be accredited. If any¬ 
one should take upon himself to say 
that theatrical penormnmees known in 
literary history under the term of mys¬ 
teries * still take pluce in some part of 
the so-called civilized world to-day; if 
he added that in those same places re¬ 
ligious spectacles almost as ridiculous 
as that of the “la fete de l’Ane” (don¬ 
key’s day) are likewise still given, many 
would certainly receive the statements 
with incredulity. Yet these facts can 
be affirmed. 

Probably nowhere In the world are 
old customs followed so religiously in 
the celebration of Christmas as they are 
in the country houses in England. 
Preparations for the festivities occupy 
weeks. Every room in the house is 
decorated with holly and misletoe, the 
lattpr hung over doorways. suspended 
from chandeliers and placed in any 
position, under which the young girls 
of the family are likely to be caught in 
an unsuspeetcing moment and forced to 
pay the penalty of a kiss for their lack 
of that eternal vigilance which, it is 
said, is the price of safety. The celebra-

Those less 
than seven or eight years are ignorant 
of the meaning of the great Rupert and 
quake with fear when he asks whether 
they have been good. If they have he 
notes the name and the children know 
that a present will be made to them. 
Stockings are also hung at the foot of 
the bqd or at the fireplace, for Kris 
Kringle—a corruption of Christ kind- 
lein, the infant Christ—is supposed to 
descend the chimney with gifts for the 
little ones. If the children have been 
naughty the sweetmeats give place to a 
birch rod, which which the child must 
be whipped. This is supposed to bo 
given by Pelsnichol. or Nicholas of the 
Fur. 

There is a peculiar connection be 
tween the names used for the good saint 
of the children at tne Christmas time m 
all lands. Santa Claus, or Klaus. Is a 
corrupt contraction of Saint Nicholas, 
sank’-ni kolaus; that is. Saint Nicholas. 

In Austria they have July weather at 
Christmas time, but the festivities are 
the same as in the northern hemisphere, 
with the addition of open-air picnics and 
quantities of flowers. *

Oyster a la Dumas—Serve the oysters 
either as cocktails or on plates with a 
teaspoonful of the following sauce over 
each: 

Chop a shallot, a teaspoonful of chives, 
e teaspoonful of parsley together and 
mix in a bowl with u tablespoonful of 
olive oil, two drops of tabasco, a tea¬ 
spoonful of Worcestershire, a table¬ 
spoonful of tarragon vinegar, four tab¬ 
lespoonfuls of tomato catsup, and the 
juice of half a leriion. Add a teaspoon 
(ul of salt and a saltspoonful of white 
pepper. 

Or the shallots may be cut up exces¬ 
sively fine and mixed simply with a lit¬ 
tle ground pepper a tablespoonful cf 
vinegar, and the Juice of three lemons. 

Chestnut Soup—Peel and skin a half 
a pound of large, sound chestnuts, cook 
Ihcm In broth until soft, and then press 
through a sieve. Add to this puree the 
yolks of two eggs beaten and a pint 
and a half of cold broth. 

Creamed Squash—Peel and divide 
•largo squash into small pieces. Cook 
in well salted water and press through 
a sieve. Return the pulp to the sauce¬ 
pan, work in two or three ounces cf 
butter and a little warm cream, beat¬ 
ing like mashed potato. 

Deviled Macaroni—Boil, blanch, drain 
and chop a half package of spaghetti 
or macaroni. Thicken one pint of cream 
or milk with a roux of flour and butter 
in the proportion of two tablespoons of 
each, and add to it one saltsopon'ul 
of Cayenne pepper and half teaspoon¬ 
ful of mustard. Add a tablespoonful of 
onion juice, a half tablespoon of salt, 
pour over the macaroni in ramekins, 
sprinkle the top with crumbs and brown 
lightly in the oven. This is served as 
an entree and is made more attractive 
by substituting a chopped sweet pepper 
for the Cayenne. Using cream instei 
o.' milk also makes it enough better 
pay. v 

Salad—Mix apples and celery in pro¬ 
portion of one-fourth celery to three- 
fourths apples and add one chopped red 
sweet pepper. Dress and serve as usual. 

Individual Plum Puddings—If the pud¬ 
ding is to be steamed use the small 
jars which have held extract of beef 
and steam for four hours. An easier 
way is to boil them in small buking 
powder caps or in molds procured for 
the purposfe. Use a shallow iron kettle 
end let the water come within, two- 
thirds of the top of the cans, keeping 
4he kettle closed tightly. They will only 
need to boil an hour and a quarter 
when mndc as small as this, and should 
be raised on a trivet or a few nails laid 
in the bottom of the kettle. 

Plum pudding to be at its bAt should 
be cooked in a cloth pudding Ttag and 
hung from a nail for. three 01 ' four 
weeks in a dork place. An old English 
recipe is this: Soak six ounces of sjule 
breadcrumbs in a cup of hot milk, un^4 
allow it to stand and cool. When cold, 
add one-half pound of brown sugar, the 
yolks of three eggs beaten to a cream, 
one-half pound cf raisins seeded just be¬ 
fore using, one-half pound of currants, 
two ounces of citron chopped, one-half 
pound of suet chopped fine und salted. 
The fruit should be well dredged in 
flour before adding to the bread. Now 
mix in two ounces of lemon peel, one- 
half a grated nutmeg, juice of one le¬ 
mon, and two ounces of sweet almonds 
chopped fine. Beat well together, and, 
the, last thing, odd the whites of the 
eggs whipped 1o a stiff froth. Pour into 


SANTA CLAUS’ ARRIVAL. 
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| OUR CHRISTMAS 
| WORD - - 

Cheerfulness, the keynote of Christ- 
mastide, is the persuasive influence that 
affects the religious, social und domes¬ 
tic relations of all sorts ond conditions 
of men. For whatever may be the 
limitations of personality or environ¬ 
ment. however indifferent individuals 
here and there may be, or seem to be to 
the religious associations of the season, 
oil are in some wuy influenced by the 
prevalent feeling of good fellowship. 

Though interested in the sentiments 
and observances that cluster about this 
season, we are likely to overlook the 
fact that these are not peculiur to our 
own age, or even to the Christian gen¬ 
erations. Thousands of fears before 
the advent of the Redeemer, wo find a 
general appreciation of the winter 
solstice as a religious and social festi¬ 
val, and indeed, us announcing the ap¬ 
proaching nativity of the fiod-mon, whe¬ 
ther known as the Roman Saturn, the 
Persian Mithra or the Egyptian Osiris. 

In the early Christian centuries dif¬ 
ferences of opinion prevailed us to the 
precise date of the birth of Jesus Christ. 
Clement of Alexandra tells us it was 
kept by some in April, by others in 
May. Others again pluced it ut the 
time of the Feast of Tabernacles, or at 
the season of the Passover. These va¬ 
riations in the commemoration of the 
Nativity naturally gave rise to contro¬ 
versies, reminiscences of which at least 
have descended to modern times. They 
were finally set fit rest by adoption of 
the 25lh # day of December, and thus the 
birthday of* the Sun of Righteousness, 
aftMtbe festivals of the Christian year, 

rranafej n accordance therewith, were 
^H££0mfc&ent with the movements 
of the material sun, the life-giving 
power of nature. 

If this concurrence of Christian and 
heathen customs caused the debase¬ 
ment of Christianity, us it certainly did 
to some extent, this was obviously un¬ 
avoidable: as the superstition of the 
popular mind could only be eradicated 
by, the 'overpowering growth of divine 
truth. This gradual elimination of 
error brought out more clearly the wis¬ 
dom that decided the question. The 
concurrent testimony of the intervening 
centuries has accepted the day as the

A RAZOR’S EDGE. 


RMBlta That Coaie From Stroppla* 
and Look Ise. 

Very thin Is the edge of a razor blade. 
Its thickness has been estimated at 
about one half millionth of an inch. 
A writer says of this wonderfully thin 
bit of steel, when seen under a power¬ 
ful microscope: “The extreme edge of 
the sectiou Is distinctly bent to one 
side. This is nearly always seen In 
razor edges, The actual bend repre¬ 
sents the effect of the last stroke on 
the strop which this blade lias received. 
Now, this bending of the metal quite 
near the edge, minute as it Is, has some 
very importaut practical consequences. 
If the razor be used in such a way 
that the bend is toward the skin there 
will be a tendency f or the edge Itself 
to burrow down wart Into the skin, In¬ 
stead of sliding oasliy over the surface 
and merely cutting away the project¬ 
ing hairs. If, on the other band, the 
blade be applied to the face in such a 
way that the bend of the edge is atray 
from the skin the edge will slide much 
more smoothly, with less tendency to 
cut or scratch the skin, while It will 
act upon the hairs In a slightly upward 
direction and thus tend to pull them 
tight while cutting. The direction of 
the bend of the edge can be regulated 
by the last few strokes on the strop. 

“This minute amount of bending un¬ 
dergone by the mtfal near the edge of 
a razor blade has another practical re¬ 
sult. We all know that a piece of wire 
which will quite easily stand being 
bent double witl be broken If it be bent 
backward and forward many times. 
What really takes place Is that the 
metal, which was strong and ductile 
to begin with, Is gradually made hard 
and brittle and then Anally breaks off. 
Now, the metal near the edge of a 
razor is being subjected to very similar 
treatment. Every turn on the strop 
reverses the direction of the bend near 
the edge, and, although the amount of 
bending Is too slight ever to bring 
about actual breakage of such an 
elastic metal as hardened steel, it Is 
yet sufficient to bring about a change 
In the metal which renders It less 
elastic and able to stand the strain. 
This Is why a razor which has been 
used loifl«yises to cut well or to hold 
a good edg£ 

“Now It has bceu discovered that 
steel which has lost its proper elastic 
qualities by such a process of ‘fatigue/ 
as it is called, Is capable of recovering 
Its good qualities under favorable eir-

It will recover ‘ in this 
way if left at rest, though this Is a 
comparatively slow process, which ex¬ 
plains the fact that a tool which has 
become useless through continued use 
will he ns good ns ever after a prolong¬ 
ed rest. But recovery will take place 
much more rapidly if the steel be 
warmed, bo that a few minutes’ expo¬ 
sure to the temperature of boiling wa¬ 
ter will bring about recovery to au ex¬ 
tent that would have required several 
days’ rest at the ordinary tempera¬ 
tures. This fact explains the advantage 
to be derived from the familiar prac¬ 
tice of ‘steaming’ a razor before use.”

An obscure race may possibly be the 
true aborigines of Africa south of the !

Those are the Kattea, or Voalpens, I 
as they are nicknamed by the Boers on 
account of the dusty color their abdo¬ 
men acquires from the habit of creep¬ 
ing Into holes In the ground, who live 
In the steppes region of the north 
Transvaal as far as the Limpopo. 

A8 their complexion Is almost a 
pitch black and , their stature only 
about four feet, they are quite dlftlnct 
from their tall Bantu neighbors and 
from the yellowish Bushmen. 

The “dogs” or “vultures,” as the Zu¬ 
lus call them, are the “lowest of the 
low,” being undoubtedly cannibals and 
often making a meal of tbelr own aged 
and Infirm, which the Bushmen never 
do. 

Their habitations are holes in the 
ground, rock shelters and lately a few 
hovels. They have no arts or Indus¬ 
tries or even any weapons except 
those obtained In exchange for ostrich 
feathers, skins or Ivory. 

Whether they have any religious 
Ideas it Is Impossible to say, all inter¬ 
course being restricted to barter car¬ 
ried on in a gesture language, for no¬ 
body has ever yet mastered their 
tongue, all that is known of their lan¬ 
guage being that It is absolutely dis¬ 
tinct from that of both the Bushman 
and the Bantu. 

There are no tribes, merely little 
family groups of from thirty to fifty 
Individuals, each of which is presided 
over by a headman, whose functions 
are acquired not by heredity, but by 
personal qualities. 

So little Information Is available con¬ 
cerning the Kattea that it Is impossi¬ 
ble to say anything about tbelr racial 
affinities.—Scientific American.

OF THE CORPORATION OF THE 
.TOWN OF NAPANEE. 


A By-Law to authorise the issue of 
ebbintnres of the Town at Napanee to the 
Htnoodt of $22-50.00, for the purpose of 
raisiog $2250.00, to provide for ooet of 
extending the Dundee street sewer along 
West street from Dundas street to 
Thomas *5ree‘ aod connecting with the 
Uanuiog Factory tewer, 

WHEREAS the Corporation of the Town 
of Napanee has constructed a sewer from 
the banka of the Nspanee River along West 
street to Dundas street and along Dnndaa 
street Westerly to the creek oroasing the 
asm*. 

AND WHEREAS it is desirable to con¬ 
tinue taid eewer along West street to 
Thomss street to oonneofe with the Canning 
Factory sewer at a cost of $2250.00. 

AND WHEREAS it is desirable that 
the amount neoes^ary to defray thateoat of 
this said txiension of said sewer ahonld be 
raised on the oredit of the said Town. 

AND WHEREAS in order thereto it 
will b<» necessary to issue debitors* of the 
Town of Napaueefor the bum of $2250 00 
as hereinafter provided, (which is the 
amount cf the debt intended t,o be created 
by this By-Law) the proceeds of raid de- 
bentores to be applied to said purpose and 
no other. 

AND WHEREAS it is desirable to 
issue the said debentures at one time and 
to make the principal of said debt repayable 
ny yearly some during-the peiiod of twenty 
years being the currency of the said deben¬ 
tures, said yearly sums berag of suoh re- 
ppective smounts that the aggregate 
amount payable in eaob year fer principal 
and interest at tbe rate ot four per centum 
per anuum in respect of the said debt shall 
be as nearly as possible equal to the 
amount so payable in eaoh of the other 
niretvf li years of the said period, 

AND \\ HERE AS tbe total amount re¬ 
quired to be raised annually by npeoial rate 
lor paying the said debt and interest as 
hereinafter provided is $165.50, 

AND WHEREAS, the amount of tbe 
whole rateable property ef the Town of 
Napanee, according to tbe laBt revised 
Assessment Roll is $1,104,883, 

And wheieus the amount of the existing 
debenture debt of the *aid municipality is 
$68.739,86, exclusive of looal improvement 
debts secured by special Aots rated or as- 
ceasmenta whereof no patt of principal or 
interest is in arre&r, 

THEREFORE the Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of the Town of Napanee, 
enacts as follow*:— 

1— That for tbe purpo'e of raising the 
sum of $2^ 50.00 a-» afore said debentures of 
the said A own of Napanee amounting to 
the sum cf $2250 as afore eaid, in the sums 
of $1(55,56 each aball h" issued on the First 
day of alay, A. L>. 1907, eaoh of which de¬ 
bentures shall be dated on the date of tbe 
iseane thereof acd shall be payable one od 
the Fir»-t day of May in each of the years 
from 1903 to 1927 inclusive, at the offioe of 
tbe Treasurer of the Town of Napanee, with¬ 
out interest, tbe interest on the eaid loao 
calculated at tbe rate of four per ceotora 
per annum bemg already included in the 
amount of the eaid debentures 

2— IT shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the eaid Municipality aod lie is hereby 
authorized and inbtructed to sign and iseue 
the said debentures hereby authorized 
to be issued and to cause tbe samo to be 
signed by the Treasurer of the siid Maui 
oipality and the Clerk of the said Muuicip 
ahty is hereby authorized and instructed 
to aitaoli the seal of the said Municipality 
to the said debentures. 

3— THAT during tho currency of thesuid 
debentures tbtre shall ba raided annually 
by special rate, on all the rateable prope tv 
of tbs Town of Napanee tbe sum of $165 56 
fer the purpose cf paving the amount doe 
in each of tho said years for prircipal and 
interest- in respect of the said debt.

WINGLESS BIRDS. 

Some A iiiit.nl Oddities That Are 
Found In New Zen In ml. 

An official oi' tho .Smithsonian insti¬ 
tution was recently speaking of some 
of the wingless birds of New Zealand. 
“Those wingless birds have always 
boon of especial interest to me,” he 
said. “Nowhere else than in their 
native land eould they have survived, 
for that is the only land in which no 
destructive animals arc to be found 
Being unable to fly, they could not 
have escaped from swift hunting ani¬ 
mals, if any there had been. And in 
this connection it is interesting to note 
that In all probability the kakapo, or 
great ground parrot, omce liad the use 
of its wings, but, being a grass seed 
feeder and finding no enemies on the 
ground, it in a process of evolution lost 
Its ability to fly, though able to run 
- very swiftly. These birds arc so gen¬ 
tle and so unconscious of having any 
enemies tfcat if a person sit down near 
one it will presently tuck its head un¬ 
der Its wing and go to sleep. They 
only breed once in two years, and the 
mother bird carefully hides the nest 
from her mate, though why is not 
known. 

“The weka, or wood hen. Is another 
specially interesting species of the 
wingless birds. These birds mate fur 
life and take turn about in hatching 
and watching the brood, (me of the 
pair is never absent from the nest, the 
one on duty being supplied with fo.> 1 
by the other. There is something al¬ 
most human in the sight of a male 
weka leading his family out for a 
stroll on the beach when the tide is 
low. 


“Another is the run, which Is distin¬ 
guished by a remarkable beak, long 
slender and slightly curved. The roa. 
like the kakapo, is r. night bird, and its 
chief food is earthworms. It;-, sight is 
very poor, and it may often ho seen 
standing in the moonlight with the tip 
of its bonk resting upon the ground, 
apparently listening or feeling for the 
vibrations of a worm’s movements. 
The male of the roa does nil the hatch¬ 
ing, and the young birds come from 
the shell with all their feathers, mini¬ 
atures of their parents and with ap¬ 
parently all their intelligence, as they 
at once stnrt out to search for food 
and seem to require no instruction as 
to the best places to find It.”—New 
York Herald.

To prohibit the sale of liquor in the 
Township of Richmond. 

The Municipal Connell of the Town¬ 
ship of Richmond, hereby enacts as 
follows : 

1, —That the sale by retail of spirit¬ 
uous, feruientid, or other manufactured 
liquors is and shall be prohibited in

The cost 
was £15,Go0, which was raised by pub¬ 
lic subscript iou.

Its fruit is used for feeding 
cattle. Of the straw, hats, baskets, 
brooms and mats are made. It Is also 
used for thatching houses. The pulp 
has all agreeable taste, and the nut, 
which Is oleaginous and emulsive, is 
sometimes used as a substitute for cof¬ 
fee. Its stems afford strong, light 
fillers, which acquire a beautiful luster 
and serve also for Joists, rafters and 
other building materials. It yields also 
a saccharine substance as well as a 
starch resembling sago. Of the wood 
of the stem musical Instruments, wa¬ 
ter tubes and pumps are made. From 
the stem a white liquid similar to the 
milk of the cocoanut and a flour re¬ 
sembling maizena may be extracted. 
Moreover, salt is extracted from the 
tree, and likewise an alkali used in the 
manufacture of common soap.—An 
swers.

CRIME FASHIONS CHANGE 

PASSION AND BRUTALITY LESS PO¬ 
TENT FACTORS. 

Report Upon Crime in Great Britain 
Regrets Tlint It is Not 
Diminishing. 

There are fashions in crime just as 
in clothes and politics. The character 
and aspects of criminality vary with the 
constantly changing oondilions of so¬ 
cial life. 

Such is one of the first conclusions 
to be drawn from the report for 1906 
of the Howard Association, just pub¬ 
lished from the pen of its secretary, Mr. 
Thomas Holmes, the well-known Police 
Court missionary. 

The report regrets that crime is not 
diminishing. For some years the ofll- 
cial statistics of indictable offences, the 
measure of the country’s crime, have 
gone steadily up. In 1809 the number 
of persons charged with such offences 
was 50,499, in 190-4 the number wa6 59,- 
9G0, an increase of 9,461 in five yeqrs. 

But the variation in the phusps of 
crime shows, according to the report, 
that passion and brutality are beconiv 
ing loss potent factors in the causation 
of crime. The great increase has been 
in crimes that require education and 
skill. 

IMPROVEMENT IN WOMEN. 

Another striking fact is that women 
ore apparently becoming more honest 
than men. 

Says the report:—“It Is a noticeable 
fnct that while crimes of dishonesty 
have considerably increased, there was 
during the year a reduction of no fewer 
than 1,044 in ihe number of women 
charged with larccncy.” 

According to the report, there is one 
law-breaker for every 145 of the popu¬ 
lation. 

Here, from the report, is a summary, 
hosed on the criminal statistics for Eng¬ 
land and Wales of the changes in 
crime:— 

Grimes against the person have 
diminished. 

Grimes committed by habitual crim¬ 
inals have not increased at the same 
rate as in previous years. 

Minor offences of dishonesty have in¬ 
creased. 

Frauds and breaches of trust have 
increased. 

Drunkenness is stationary. 

Offences of vagrancy are growing 
largely. 

URGES PROBATION LAW. 

A supplementary broadsheet which 
accompanies the report dwells on cer¬ 
tain features of the propaganda of the 
association which since I860 has studied 
methods of treatment and prevention of 
crime. One claim is that the poorer 
class of “criminals" should be enabled 
to pay fines bv instalments. In the

On reflection, he cannot quite 
explain to himself how the arrange¬ 
ment has come about. The proposal 
certainly did not originate with him, and 
still less with the two ladies so strange¬ 
ly shy of all society.

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Plans Perfected for Suspension Line, 
Clmmounix to the Aiguille du Midi. 

A serious project lo build a suspen¬ 
sion railway almost to the summit of 
Mont Blanc is reported from Geneva. A 
Swiss company has worked out the de¬ 
tails of the plan and has secured the ap¬ 
proval of Ihe French Government. The 
same company is at present building «\ 
similar line to the summit of the Wet- 
terhorn. 

The new line is to run from the vale 
o f Chamounix to the summit of the Ai¬ 
guille du Midi, a pinnacle 12,000 feet high 
io ttie centre of the Mont Blanc group 
and adjoining the principal summit. Ac¬ 
cording to the contract, an ordinary 
cable road is to continue the existing 
road from Chamounix as far as the first 
station, which is to be near Bossons 
glacier at a height of about 8,000 feet. 
From thut point on a double ueriul cable 
system is to be used. 

’ Estimates of the cost are In the neigh¬ 
borhood of $800,000. and four years will 
be required lo complete it. The first and 
easier half, however, can be carried out 
in one year, so that by the end of next 
summer. It is expected, tourists can 
make the entire journey to Ihe glacier. 

The route of the new fine passes over 
u series of glaciers and deop crevasses, 
so that those who palronize it will be 
able to realize tho thrills of Alpine climb¬ 
ing without the slightest danger. in 
sections where avalanches ore frequent 
tunnels will be constructed so os lo ob¬ 
viate this peril. Four-fifths of the way, 
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however, will be in the open air. 

In several places the road will follow 
the waving contour of the glaciers and 
the sensation of riding on it will be not 
unlike that experienced in a ship in a 
rolling sea, an illusion which the lints 
of the ice may enhance. 

Tho motive power will, of course, l*e 
electricity. This will-^be .produced nt 
low cost by utilizing the\vater< of the 
River Arve. A return ticket>e4J<(r.sum¬ 
mit will cos*t 815 ut first but jt is hop¬ 
ed to reduce tho tahlf soon tot 810 and 
ultimately to 85.

Education Bill Amendments Reject¬ 
ed in Parliament 


A despatch from London says: The 
Jortillty between the House of Lords 
»na the House of Commons hus now 
{•ached un open stage. The Lower 
fiouse, after debating the matter all 
f/Uay, on Wednesday night rejected all 
the amendm. nU of tho House of Lords 
•to the Education Hill by a vote of 410 
Jo 107, the Irish members voting with 
Government. On a motion by Mr. 
Bhrell, president of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, a committee was appointed lo 
drtw up tho reasons for ttie rejection 
rf tho amendments. 

The final scene was one of intense 
#xcitement. I.ord Lnnsdowne, the lead¬ 
er of the Opposition in the Upper Cham¬ 
ber, and many other Peers were in the 
galleries and listened to the concluding 
Speeches, Mr. Birrell, ivho throughout 


the debates, has adopted a conciliatory 
attitude, repudiated on behalf of the 
Government the idea of being offensive 
toward the Peers. 

Mr. Bulfour, leader of the Opposition, 
declared that the Government’s action 
was a'challenge to the House of Lords. 
Tho method the Government had adop¬ 
ted, he declared, left not the smallest 
hope for a compromise. Mr. Asquith, 
tho Chancellor of the Exchequer, with 
equal heat retorted that If "the bill was 
lost (he responsibility for wrecking it 
would lie wlih Mr. Balfour. 

Amid the greatest excitement a di¬ 
vision was called for and the members 
< f the House surged Into the division 
lobbies. When the vote was announced 
there was great cheering by the Gov¬ 
ernment members. 


DOMINION PARLIAMENT 

NOTES of phoceedings in the 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

OCEAN MAIL CONTRACTS. 

Copies of the contracts between the 
Dominion Government urul the leans- 
Atlantic steamship companies were 

tabled. For uri 18-knot service per¬ 
formed wim vessels of the Virginian 
and Victorian type tho Allans receive 

£2,500 for a round trip from Liverpool 
to Rlrnouski, arid £3,000 for u round 
trip between Liverpool, St. John, or 
Halifax. For u 17-knot’ service between 
Liverpool und Rimouskl the subsidy is 
£2,000 unci to St. John £2.5(U For a 15- 
knot service performed by any of Ihe 
company's vessels the payment is £1,000 
the round trip. 

The subsidy to the Allans for a direct 
steamship service to France is 8100 000 
per ui:num for is voyages. 

Furness, Withy and Co., for their 
Liverpool service, receive 815.000 for 
nine months, ending March 31st next, 
and for the London service SIS,750 for 
the same period. 'Hit* C.P.H. for its 
London service receives 81.500 for each 
round trip: the Donaldson Line, 8750 
for each round trip to Glasgow; the 
Ulster Steuinship Company, the same 
amount for Its service to Dublin und 
Belfast; tin* Manchester liners, 820,250 
foi nine months' service to Manchester. 

FOR AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

Mr. Vervillo, Labor member for Mai* 
■onneuve, in Introducing u bill respect¬ 
ing the hours of labor on public works, 
explained that the purpose of the mea¬ 
sure was to establish an eight-hour duy 
on all public works of Cuuadu. It 
would, he said, not affect the wages 
paid. 

MOTOR CARS ON INTERCOLONIAL. 

Mr. Lefurgey was ndvi-cd by Mr. 
Emmerson that the Government sent 
Mr. Joughins to investigate into motur 
cars with a view to their use on branch 
lines on the Intercolonial Ruilwuy und 
p.E.l. Ruilwuy. Mr. Joughins reported 
favorably on the mailer us to their use 
and economy, und specifications were 
being prepared with a view to the issue 
of tenders. 

TRENT CANAL. 

Mr. Christie learned from Mr. Em¬ 
merson tliut Ihe capital total expendi¬ 
ture on tho trent Canul since iU incep¬ 
tion to the 3oth NovemlHM*. ItHHi. was 
85,050,032. and tho Income total expen¬ 
diture 8200,059, a total of 85,357.002. 
The estimates not being ready, he could 
not suy what would be ttie cost of the 
inoompleled work. 


This means one or 
more inspectors to each meat packing¬ 
house, and tho Inspector’s duty will be 
to examine the live cuttle in the first 
place, und keep his eye on all the oper¬ 
ations up to the sealing of the cans.

It is also pro¬ 
posed that the cans be marked with the 
name of the packer and tire date, so that 
they may be truced. It was true, said 
Mr. Fisher, that people wgre sensitive 
about buying old can's, but he didn’t 
know that the prejudice was well- 
founded. 

THE DOUKHOBORS. 

Mr. Oliver informed Mr. Smith (Na¬ 
naimo) thut the Government was not 
awnre at whose Instance Peter Veregin, 
Doukhabor leader in Cunadu, had gone 
to Russia to engage 10,000 Russians for 
railway work in this country. The Gov¬ 
ernment had not been requested by any 
parties to ^unction such a scheme. 

MINING LEASES CANCELLED. 

Dr. Roche (Marquette) ascertained 
from Mr. Oliver that during the present 
year the Government hus cancelled six 
hydraulic mining leases in Ine Yukon, 
owing to Pie lessees not having com¬ 
plied with the provisions of their leases. 

COST OF NAVAL STATIONS. 

Mr. Monk ascertained from Sir Fred¬ 
erick Borden thut the estimated cost of 
maintenance of the military and naval 
station at Halifax was $25,000 per an¬ 
num und ut Esquimau $ 10,000 per an¬ 
num. 

STRIKE AND LOCKOUTS. 

Mr. I.emleux, Minister of Labor, gives 
notice of u bill to aid in the prevention 
and settlement of strikes und lockouts 
in coul mines. It Is based upon the re¬ 
commendation of Mr. King in his report 
upon the settlement of the Lethbridge 
coul strike. 

RAILWAY CROSSINGS. 

Mr. Lancaster's bill to safeguard rail¬ 
way crossings or restrict the speed of 
trains was ucccpled by the Minister of 
Railways, and elands for third reading. 
This is the bill thut was thrown out by 
the Semite at last session. The bill to 
legalize sculping of railway tickets, in¬ 
troduced by Mr. Muclean, wus referred 
to committee.

AGRICULTURAL AND BORTICULTUR- 
AL 


The New Act Comae Into Farce Febni- 
ory 18, 1887. 

As (be dates lor the annual meetings 

of Agricultural and Horticultural Soci¬ 
eties are near at band, our readers will 
doubtless be Interested In learning some¬ 
thing of the laws that will govern the 
prooedure of those organizations. 

The news laws come Into force on 
February 1st, 1907, but the next annual 
meetings of these organizations will be 
held on the dates fixed under the old 
Act, viz.:-Horticultural and Township 
Societies on January 9th, and District 1 
Societies on January 16th, and the usual 
two weeks’ notice must be given in local 
newspapers together with bills posted 
in pieces of common resort. 

In future, societies will no longer be 
known as “District" and “Township/ 
but every society In the Province will 
be placed on the same baels in regard 
to tho receipt of its government grant, 
and will receive such grant In propor¬ 
tion to Its expenditure for agricultural 
purposes during the post three years, 
as shown by their sworn annual state¬ 
ment to the Department of Agriculture. 
A definition of what may be considered 
“Expenditure for Agricultural Purpoees" 
is given in the Act. 

• Societies will be known by the name 
and place where they held their last an¬ 
nual exhibition unless they prefer some 
other, IMn the new name must be de¬ 
termined by the members thereof, and 
approved by the Minister of Agriculture. 

Under the new lay It will not be per¬ 
missible for Horticultural societies to 
offer prize* for competition at exhibi¬ 
tions held under the auspices of agri¬ 
cultural societies, These tost named or¬ 
ganizations, however, may use their 
own funds for the offering of prizes for 
horticultural exhibits. 

, Hereafter, no prizes can be offered for 
grade male stock. 

Spring stallion and cattle shows shall 
receive a special grant equal to one-Iiatf 
the sum expended, but such sum shall 
not exceed 850. Where seed fairs are 
held the maximum grant shall be 825. 

Societies Investing in horses, cattle, 
sheep or swine, for the Improvement of 
stock, will receive a grant ranging from 
850 downward, for each registered male 
animal in these classes. 

No society shall be entitled to receive 
a grant exceeding 8800. 

Under the new Act restrictions In re¬ 
gard to the conducting of games rf 
change have been made more stringent. 

The annual meetings to be held in 
January of District,Township and Hor¬ 
ticultural societies, which for the last 
time will be convened under the old 
Act, will he the most important ones in j 
the history of these organizations. All 
who are interested In making of primal! 
Importance the educational features^ of I 
these societies, and c ln improving the 
quality and quantity of the products of 
the farm, factory and garden, should' 
attend these meetings on January 9th 
and 16th.

It 
was expected tliut during his talk Pro¬ 
fessor von Behring would communicate 
the secret of his remedlul preparation, ; 
but he failed to do so.

WOMEN OF THE COUNTRY. 

Ontario Woman’s Institute Meets at 
Guripli College. 

A despatch from Guelph says: That 
the benefits of the new science of agri¬ 
culture ore not all going to the men 
was shown on Wednesday morning, 
when over three hundred delegates from , 
the various branches of the Ontario 
Women’s Institute met in the Agricul- , 
tural College assembly hall to discuss 
questions which peculiarly interest the 
women on the farm. This institute, 
with a membership of 10,500 wives and 
daughters of farmers, is a much more 
vital organization than that of the men 
folk. Tlie reforms which it tius already 
effected are merely a foretaste of the 
revolution which its promoters hope to 
bring about on the domestic side of ( 
country life through its agency. 

Mr. George A. Putnam, the superin¬ 
tendent of the Institute, regretted their 
lack of an ofllcial organ. The periodical 
through which they used formerly to 
place themselves before the people 
ceased publication last year, and he 
thought their progress would have been 
greater during the past twelve montlie 
if this had not happened. He was not. 
however, complaining of the growth of 
the institute; that was perfectly satis¬ 
factory. Many of the branches, he 
noted, were demanding more scientillc 
teaching at their meetings, u fact which, 
he thought, would eventually load lo the 
lengthening out of these gatherings to 
four or five days. / 

Woman’s part in country life was 
dealt with in an Interesting manner by 
Mr. William Hays. Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture for the United Stales. , 
He considered the home the most im¬ 
portant unit in modern civilization, be- , 
cause it was from it Ihut a people drew 
its strength and vigor. HI* ideal of

Many useful hints in the selection of 
good beef were thrown out by Mr. John 
Gosling, of Kansas City, whose reputa¬ 
tion as a Judge of cattle extends from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from 
Manitoba to the Gulf of Mexico, at the 
Guelph Fair. A blue-blooded Holstein 
steer, which had Just taken first prize in 
the ring, was dragged on to the plat¬ 
form, an unwilling victim, to enable Mr. 
Gosling to point his adores* with suit¬ 
able illustrations. With ail the fervor 
of an enthusiast the lecturer dwelt on 
the beautiful points of the frightened 
beast, the straight lines of back and 
sides, which were never separated from 
the good beef animal; tho silky hair, 
‘which denoted fine and firm flesh under¬ 
neath, The weigtit of the steer was 1,350 
pounds, which Mr, Gosling declared, 
was just right. Many a dealer had been 
ruined in The old days* by raising ani¬ 
mals weighing a ton. After a certain 
weight tallow simply meant woste. 

Feeling in the neighborhood of the ani¬ 
mal’s jugular, Mr. Gosling pointed out a 
lump of fat. which, he said, was evi¬ 
dence that It was just in condition to 
kill. If left for another yeur it would 
be spoiled, so now was tho accepted 
time, and its owner would show himself 
a bungler if he tried to put on more 
weight. 

Mr. E. C. Drury spoke on the possi¬ 
bility of a dual purpose cow. He did 
not think he could raise a cow which 
would give more milk than a dairy cow 
and at the same time produce better 
beef calves than special beef cattle, but 
he did think he had solved the problem 
of a cow whose inilk and calves both 
paid well. He had tried the thing, and 
under some conditions, he assured his 
hearers, his plan was better than that 
of keeping a regular dairy herd or rais¬ 
ing cattle specially for beef. 

Prof. Day discussed the relative val¬ 
ues of turnips and corn silage in feed¬ 
ing steers. For practical purposes, he 
said, a mixture of the two was best, put¬ 
ting on more flesh and at a smaller 
cost. 
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CONSTITUTION FOR TRANSVAAL.

Letters Patent Issued on Terms An¬ 
nounced in House. 

A despatch from London says: Let¬ 
ters patent were Issued on Wednesday 
grunting a constitution to the Transvaal. 
The terms were fully outlined by Mr. 
Churchill, Under-Secretary for the Col¬ 
onies, in the House of Commons July 
31. There is no change in the revision 
as Anally approved by King Edward. 
Members of the Legislature will receive 
a salary of $1,500 yearly. 

Under the letters patent the recruiting 
o' Chinese for work in the Transvaal 
will cease immediately, and the entire 
system of Chinese lubor must be stopped 
a year after the first meeting of The 
Legislature. Tho latter is given the right 
lo put an end to the system earlier if it 
so desires. 

Thd Karl of Elgin, Secretary for the 
Colonies, announcing the decision to the 
Earl of Selborne, Governor of the Trans- 
vuul and Orange River Colonies, by 
telegraph, said “1 am commanded by 
the King to express through you to the 
people of ttie Transvaal his earnest 
wishes for the pence and prosperity of 
the country under the new constitution."

THE CHU RCH IGNO RES LAW 

Separation Law Put in Force in All 
Paris Churches 

_£__ mm 


A despatch from Paris says: , On 
Thursday morning the separation law 
uas put In force In all the churches in 
Paris whose congregations have not yet 
conformed to the regulation, but In no 
case was tber# any public disturbances. 
Al Uie Madaleina a youth of sixteen 
tried to force his way to the altar with 
his fiat on, but was arrested by s po¬ 
liceman in plain clothes. Detective* 
were present at all (he churches and 
drew up official reports to the effect 
that public meetings hud bean held in 
them without the preliminary authori¬ 
zation from Uie local uuthorilte*, and 
subsequently (he ofllciating priests were 
summoned to the neighboring police sta¬ 
tions to be Informed that they would 
be prosecuted for a breach of the law. 
The maximum fine for holding a public 
meeting without authorization for any 
purpose whatsoever is 500 francs. 
Priests render themselves liable to this 
every time they celebrate Mass, but the 
repetition of I ho offence doe* not n- 
volve on increuse of the punishment. 
Thus the churclies will henceforth be 
treated in precisely the same way as 
the hull rings in the south of France, 
where the low is broken every time a 
bull is killed, and the fine cheerfully 
paid. The churches, however, are not 


wealthy enough to stand this pecuniary 
burden for long. 

LAY DECLARATIONS. 

Signs ore already visible that a com¬ 
promise will be effected on tlie basis of 
a declaration, made without the know¬ 
ledge of the parish priest and without 
his permission, by two members of tho 
congregation, to the effect that a re¬ 
ligious meeting is to be held In the 
church, and this is nil that tho law 
really demands. It must be remember- 
eo that what is causing all the fuss just 
now is not the separation law, but the 
law dating from twenty years ago, 
which forbids all pubiio meetings of 
more than twenty-five persons which 
have not been previously authorize* 
by (he police. Thursday numerous dtb 
clarations in conformity with the law 
ugre made by influential members cf 
various church congregations in Paris 
and promptly countersigned by the 
Police Prefect. In one rase, however, 
u parts!) priest, suspected of having 
prompted this measure, was summoned 
U. the Archipiscopal Palace to explain 
his disobedience lo Papal instructions. 
Rain having fallen all day, had there 
been any Inclination on the part of Ca¬ 
tholics to demonstrate against the Gov¬ 
ernment It would have been damped by 
the weather. 



INTESTINAL INDIGESTION. 

It was formerly thought that the sto¬ 
mach was the main organ of digestion, 
and dyspepsia was supposed always to 
liuve its seat there. But this question 
lias been much studied of late, with the 
result that the stomach has been found 
to be of little account, comparatively, in 
the preparation of the food for absorp¬ 
tion. The most important part of diges¬ 
tion occurs in tlie upper purl of tlie in¬ 
terline, where the food, after leaving tlie 
stomach, is churned und mixed thor¬ 
oughly with the bile und puncreutic 
secretion. 

Since, Ihen, tho intestine takes such 
an important part in digestion, It i« 
nutural to suppose that u failure to per¬ 
forin this function properly would give 
rise to serious disturbances of ticallh, 
und such, in fact, is the cusc. 

Intestinal indigestion is a not uncom¬ 
mon affection ut ull periods of life, and 
is especially prevalent in children. The 
chief symptoms are flatulence, or wind, 
more or less colic, diarrhoea, or more 
often conslipalion, or an alternation of 
the two; and practical starvation, us 
shown in weakness und emaciation. 

The treatment is mainly through diet, 
bpt this will vary, of course, uccording 
to age. In un infant the problem is u 
difficult one. If tlie child is fed artitl- 
ciully, all prepared foods containing 
starch should lie taken away, und cows’ 
milk, modified us to the amount of fat. 
sugar or casein it contains, uccording to 
the physician's directions, should be 
substituted. 

if the infant is nursing, the life of the 
mother should be studied, for the state 
of her health may affect the milk in¬ 
juriously. 

In older children and adult* the 
umount of fats and of sturchy foods 
must be carefully regulated. Gereals. 
pastry, rice, potato^ und bread must be 
cut out of the dietary for u tune, or 
i-!..»« I., untnII mmntltv. \\ tie!)

A SEASON’S DISASTERS. 

Lives Lost on Ihe Great Lakes During
